Bromo-DragonFLY is 
often sold on printed blotter-paper, 
leading users to mistake it for LSD, 
with disastrous consequences: while 
LSD trips last a few hours, Bromo- 
DragonFLY experiences can drag on 
for up to three looonnng days. But on 
the bright side, at around £4 a pop, 
it's one of the best-value drugs in 
the world - that's just five and a half 
pence per hour of tripping in hell! 


Bromo-DragonFLY (note the wacky 
capital letters) was first synthesised 
in 1988 (in a lab at Purdue University, 
Indiana) and has since gained a 
cult following amongst tripping 
aficionados - particularly in the home 
of black metal, Norway. It is only for 
the absolute hardest of the hardcore, 
as the trips tend to be ferociously 
dark and massively overwhelming.

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A massively potent prescription 
drug used to treat the shakey-limbed 
sufferers of Parkinson’s disease, 
Artane has nabbed itself an illegal 
secondary market amongst Iraqi 
soldiers and policemen. A little 
stressed about trying to maintain 
peace, law and order in one of the 
most crazy-ass countries on the 
planet, many Iraqi cops and 
infantrymen are popping 
Artane tablets in huge 
quantities in order to dose up 
on fear-killing euphoria. 

“They believe that Artane allows 
them to become brave,” says one 
Iraqi doctor. “They take it so there's 
no anxiety, so they can break down 
doors and enter houses with no 
shame.” Highly-strung, heavily- 
armed, completely mullered security 
forces - what could go wrong, eh? 


‘Oxi’ is short for ‘oxidada’, the 
Portuguese word for ‘rust’ - which 
is fitting, given how low-down 
grimy this Brazilian street drug is.

S THAILAND 1ABA 

In Thai, ‘Yaba’ literally means 
‘crazy medicine’, and they are 
not kiddin'. Basically crystal 
meth blended with caffeine and 
then pressed into pill form, yaba 
has a tendency to send users 
absolutely fucking mental. First 
comes an agitated, hyperactive, 
brain-rotting high that can 
last for days, followed by an 
intensely bleak comedown that 
can only be escaped by scoffing 
yet more yaba. Every year, 
hundreds of violently unstable 
yaba-heads find themselves 
locked away in one of Thailand's 



grim psychiatric hospitals, 
where they receive electro¬ 
shock therapy designed to 
permanently zonk them the 
fuck out. Unbelievably, yaba 
used to be sold legally at Thai 
petrol stations, marketed at 
long-distance truckers who 
wanted to drive through the 
night. Following a spate of 
spectacularly horrible (and 
entirely predictable) crashes, 
the government put a stop to 
heavy-goods vehicles being ^ 
driven by mad-eyed, 
brain-fried nutters.

extra. “The first effect is a 
total black-out,” says one 
regular user. “I literally 
can't remember a single 
thing that happened.” You 
can, of course, achieve 
a very similar effect 
with 78 cans of cheap 
continental lager 
beer. Yum yum. 
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With heroin prices sky¬ 
rocketing and supply fines 
drying up, Russia’s huge 
junkie population has come 
up with an ingenious and 
thoroughly fucking revolting 
alternative: krokodil. Way 
more potent and addictive 
than heroin, krokodil is 
produced by combining 
codeine-laced cold pills, 
petrol, paint thinner, iodine 
and red phosphorous

within the U.S rave scene. 
Visitors to drugs-forum. 
com are reporting a variety 
of bananas experiences: 
“Rapidly morphing black- 
and-white fractal visuals”; 

“I thought I was a motorbike 
- my friend was chasing me 
round and round the living 
room”; “I was explaining the 
of fife really fast 


for about two hours, then 
my friend says I suddenly 
stopped and started 
screaming, ‘We need to record 
this!' over and over again”. 
The problem with Alpha-0 is 
that, like Bromo-DragonFLY, 
as it’s usually sold as printed 
blotter-paper, both users and 
dealers regularly mistake 
it for LSD, leading to people 
dropping multiple doses - 
comparatively safe when 
using LSD, potentially lethal 
when using the far-pokier 
Alpha-O. There has been at 
least one confirmed fatality 
so far - so rave safe, Yankee 
rave kids!

An obscure drug found only in 
remote parts of the Amazon 
Rainforest, ayahuasca has 
enjoyed a huge surge in 
popularity recently, with 
‘drug tourists’ taking package 
tours up the Amazon in order 
to experience some of those 
sweet Peruvian hallucinations 
for themselves. Vice, National 
Geographic and Vanity Fair 
all recently sent reporters 


to road-test ayahuasca, 
while musicians such as 
Klaxons, Devendra Banhart 
and, erm, Sting have been 
publicly singing its praises. 

A foul-tasting drink brewed 
from caapi vine and local 
psychotropic shrubs, it’s used

I’m a little under the weather. I’m 
sick, so I might sound a little nasally. 
WILL, LET’S NOT DWELL ON YOUR

Rick Rubin came in and said, 
“You don't need this, you don’t need 
that. Let’s just clean this up, take 
the reverb away and present Slayer 
the way it should be heard”. You’ve 
got to look at what else was coming 
out at the time. Death metal was 
growing and becoming popular 
with a lot of kids. Then all of a 
sudden, we came out with that and 
people were like, "’Whoa!”. It was 
like a knock on the head. 

DID YOU THINK AT THE TIME 
WHILE MAKING IT, “ALRIGHT, 
THIS IS ABOVE AND BEYOND”? 

At first it was just another Slayer 
record. We only knew there was 
something different about it when 
we realised how short it was. We 
were concerned as to whether the 



label would allow it to be called an 
album since it was under half an hour. 
They wanted 45 minutes. 

A LOT OF PEOPLE HAVE GROWN UP 
IN A WORLD THAT HAS ALWAYS HAD 
SLAYER. IS THAT WEIRD? 


WHERE CAN YOU GO FROM HERE? 

All we can do is keep coming up 
with Slayer-worthy material. We’re 
all fans of our own music, we know 
what Slayer should sound like.

Shit. I don’t even know how to answer 
that. Think about Black Sabbath. There's 
two whole generations of kids that were 
bom after their first album. We play, 
and you see the changes in ages 
in the faces, but we take 
every day as it comes. 

The passage of time 
isn't something we 
ponder on. People keep 
the music of Slayer alive 
- another generation 
will grow up and will 
be exposed to it by a , 

fan and pass it onto 
them and so on.
